farther than to give à general Ideas 
of the Man, The Place of his Birth, tho" con- 
telted, is well known to have been Athen en 
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ave Writ that he was an « Fgyptias, Ko. 
dian, or Mecian, have. done it without any Foun. 
ation in Reaſon ; Nor can we be ut for 
he time of his Flo uriſhing, ſince he Was 1 Con- 
temporary of Plato, Socrates, and Earipides, und of 
the Generals Lamachns and Demoſtbents; and that 
the greateſt Part of his Comedies wete play'd 
within the ' Compaſs of the Peloponeſian War, 
He was of a Diſpoſition, fiery and chollerick; his 
Genius inclin'd him particularly to Raillery ; and 
as he had a World of Spirit and Courage, was 3 
declar'd Enemy of Slavery, and all thoſe that aimd 
at the Oppreſſion of his Country; -he' foutd-an 
ample Field to exerciſe his Wit in, and to demon- 
ſtrate the Zeal he profeſs'd for Liberty. The A- 
thentans at that time were abandon'd to the Go. 
vernance of Perſons, who thought of nothing but 
making themſelves abſolute. Ariſtepbanet, who 
had too fine an Head not to ſee thro? theft De- 
-figns, ſingly oppos'd them ; and, mounting the 
Stage himſelf, let the City into the pernicious Mea 
\ ſures of her Head - Officers, both Civil and Milita- 
ry; preſcrib'd the Means of Prevention, and there- 
arm'd them againſt the greateſt Misfortunes.

hem with a thouſand exquiſite Inventions, which 
none but himſelf could ever devife: He was not 
content to tell them their Duties, but reproach'd. 
them with their Failings ; told them they reaſon'd 
like Children, and that even when their Reſolves 
were follow'd with Succeſs, it was that the Gods 
wok Pleaſure in working Miracles; but that the, 
very Deities would be tir'd. out at long run with 
the Guardianſhip of Fools. T'his Liberty, which 
would have appear d ſo harſh at this time, was. 
ſo well receiv*d by the Azhenians, that they ſcat- 
ter'd Flowers plentifully onthe Poet's Head, con- 
dated him thro' the City with Acclamations, 
ind loaded him with Bpplauſes: And to requite 
his Affection towards the Republick, they, by a.
